SAN FRANCISCO -- A joint 
annual conference of three 
national .and international 
OverTSseas Chinese organizations 
from the five continents with 
Imore than 400.participants -was 
held at the SF Hilton Hotel from 
June 1 to 2. 

According to its official-press 
statements，the purposes of this 
conference were "to unite 
Overseas Chinese across the 
countIy and all over the world," 
"t0 exchange views on the 
welfare of the overseas Chinese” 
"to promote democracy and fight 
for equality,"”-and "to foster 
international understanding and 
cooperation between peoples of 
the world." 


Many of these overseasS

Misplaced Priorities of the 
Chinese Benevolence Associations 


The idea of having a periodical international conference of 
all the overseas Chinese associations js an excellent one if Such a 
conference is attended by broadly based representatives of Chinese 
communities _ throughout the world and if the substance of the 
conference，including its agenda and speeches of the speakers，1S 
carefully planned and thoughtfully debated and articulated to 
accurately reflect the real concerns and welfare 0f Chinese 
throughout the world so as to avoid excessivye partisan politics and 
tiresome political rhetorics. 

Having watched closely over what happened last wecekend，June 
1 and 2, at the San Francisco Hilton， the site of the international 
conference of the Federation of Chinesc OrganizationSs，we Imust 
wonder if Chinese worldwide are better off now as a result of the 
lavish two-day conference hosted by the Chinese， Benevolent 
Association (Six Companies) and attended，according to the preSs 
release,by "5$00 delegates" from the five continents. 

To begin with，the planning committee was formed barely 
three-and-a-half months ago、There was no clear articulation of 
what the planners hoped to 8get out of the conference，how the 
delegates from each countryY were to be selected,，how much money 
to be spent and who will eventually pay the bills. Virtually nothling 
was made public until about a week before the conference. 
Suddenly the pro-Taiwan，Chinese-language press in the US began 
to herald the coming of this important international conference， 
but the purpose of the conference remaincd illusive. The main 
speakers were announced: Tseng 民 uang-Sshoon，head of Taiwan 
government's Overseas Chinese Affairs Commission，Cheng 

Sin - siong，chief :of ， the Overseas Section of the ruling 
Kuomintang (KMT) Party in Taiwan，and Chian Fu，head of the 
Coordinating Council for North American Affairs (CCNAA)，the 
unofficial representative body of the Taiwan government in 
Washington，DC. 

FErom its official opening ceremony at 11 am on June 1 to the 
closing ceremony at 4 pm on June 2，the Single most important 
political message emerging _ from the Speeches，reports and 
discussions is the call to _ unite Chinese worldwide against the 
People's Republic of China. 

According to one tabulation，140 rooms were Teserved at the 
Hilton at $80 to $100 each, lunch for 420 at the Hilton and Chinese 
banquet for 600 at the Far East Cafe on June 1 and lunch for 250 
at Hilton and Chinese banquet for 700 at the Golden : Dragon 
Restaurant on June 2. On June 3，the delegates were given 3an 
all-day Sightseeing tour of San Francisco with a luncheon hosted by 
the San FrancliscoO CCNAA and banquet by chairman Tseng at the 
AsSla Garden. In short，it was 3a very expenSsive conference, if travel， 
printing，publicity，etc. were added to the cost of putting together 
the two-day event. 

We are therefore qulite disappointed with the outcome of the 
cofference' IThe call forunityaturned out to be acallsfor 
compliance with and loyalty to the Taiwan government. Such calls 
Serve Only to perpetuate disunity or Strife within the overseas 
Chinese communities and to distract communities from more 
pressling prliorities pertainin8g to _ civil and political rights， 
maintenance of Chinese cultural heritage，care of the poor, Sick and 
exploited，and friendship and understanding between the Chinese 
and the non-Chinese in each country, to mention just a few-. 

We offer these comments in the hope that the next conference 
at Los Angeles will include less divisive politics， more 
representative Speakers and delegates，and 8reatecr concerns for 
issues and problems affecting the welfare of overseas Chinese. 
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Wang and Chen Convictions 
Upheld by Taipei Courts 


TAPEI - In two separate deci- 
sions， Tawian's highest military 
court upheld the life sentence for 
Vice Admiral Wang HSsi-ling, form- 
er chief of military intelljgence，on 
May 30 on the one hand and 
Taiwan's High Court Similarly af- 
firmed the life sentences imposed 
on Chen Chi-li， leader of Taiwan's 
powerful United Bamboo gang, and 
his assistant,， WU Tun, on June 3 on 
the other hand, all three convicted 
in the murder Chinese American 


journalisti ， Henry Liu， whose 
writings were critical of the Taiwan 
government. 


Liu was murdered in his home in 
Daly City, California on October 15 
last year by a_ hit squad from 
Taiwan headed by Chen Chi-1.， In 
taped and written confessions and 
during his trial in the District 
Court,，Chen inisted he was ordered 
to kill Liu by Wang HSsi-ling whose 
position in the Taiwan government 
is equivalent to being the head of 
CIA in the US government. How- 
ever，in the appellate court，he 
reversed himself and claimed that 
Wang never ordered him to Kill Liu . 


RELEASE 

The_ military court"s _ decision 
came in anews release issued by the 
Ministry of Defense. According to 
the release，the court also upheld 
prison Sentences for two-and-a-half 
years given to two of Wang's top 
deputies, Major General Hu-Yi-min 
and Colonel Chen Hu-men for 
complicity in the murder.， Under 
Taiwan law，the judgment of the 
military review coOUrt is final. 

However，Wang's attorneys Sald 
they Planned to ask for a recon- 
Sideration of the verdict this week. 

Wang who is $8 now will be eligi- 
ble for parole after 10 years. 

The verdicts on Chen and Wu 
however will be reviewed a final 
time by the Supreme Court at a date

SAN FRANCISCO -Its not too 
late for job-seeking youths to find 
work this summer. The Chinatown 
Resources DeveIopmient Center will 
have 90 openings'in its Job Market 
Exposure Program，according to 
Shannon Kong， 
dinator. 

This is a no cost program designed 
to lead to permanent full time 
employment. Although youths get 
no pay during training，CRDC has 
placed more than 90 percent of their 
graduates, with_ companies as bank 


tellers， accounting clerks， clerk 
typlists， computer Operators， 
general _ office workers， hotel/ 


restaurant workers, and other poSi- 
tions. 


TRAINING 

The 19-week Program which be- 
gins in July,， entails Seven weeks of 
intensive vocational Skills training 
and 12 weeks in which participants 
receive four hours of skills training 
at CRDC and four hours of daily 
woOrk experience in a company， 

To qualify，participants must be 
at least 16 years old，have a Social 
Security card, havealowincome for 
the _ Previous 12 months，and be a 
refugee or immigrant，JInterested 
People should apply at CRDC at 
615 Grant Ave.,， fourth floor，bet- 
ween 9 am and 5 pm. For informa- 
tion， call Stephen Mao at 391-7583. 

The Chinatown Youth Center at 
1693 Polk St. hasthree Prograims to 
help youths between age 14 and 24 
find jobs year-round，according to 
employment coordinator Margaret 
Ng. 

RETENTION 

Through the direct Placeraent 
program funded by Assembly Bill 
90，CYC matches the employment 
needs of businesses with Chinese 
youths by offering Pre-Screened 
referrals and follow-up services to 
ensure job retentlon . 

Asian youths between age 18 and 
21 can get on-the-job training 
through CYC also. For Up to Six 
months，youths are trainedin areas 
stuch as cferical or Sales work. This 
program, funded by the Private In= 
dustry Council， reimburses the em- 
ployer for $0 percent of the train- 
ing, the youth will be retained as a 
Permanent employee. Youths will 
get a_ minimum starting wage of 
$4.S0 per hour and must work -at 
least 2$ hours per week. 

CYC also offers an International 
Trade/Office Training Program in 
which the center helps refugees be- 
tween ages 18 and 24 find work in 
the international trade business by 
giving an intenSive- 7-week clasS- 
room training and on-the-job train- 
ing. Through this program funded 
by the Refugee Targeted Assistance 
Prgoram, employers are reimbursed 
for S$0 percent the cost of training 
the youth in clerical，warehouse OF 
other international trade jobs. 


WORKSHOPS 

About 2,000 youths come to 
CYC per year, said Ng, and about 
300 are placed in jobs through the 
three Programs。 Job skills work- 
shops in which youths are taught 
how to apply for a job, how to write 
a resUume, and how to interview are 
formajlly held four times per year.

Those are the words of Warren 
Mow,， principal of Lincoln School 
an elementary School in OakKkland's 
Chinatown. Lincolns 65$0 students 
include over 0609 Chinese，209%6 
Vietnamese，Some of whom are 
ethnic Chinese，1096 other Asians 
and 109%6 non-Asians. Mow，a 
Hawaii rative who_ received his 
college degree in Colorado, has been 
principal for six years and has 
worked with elementary ， School 
students for overthirty years, mmostly 
at Franklin and Lincoln schools in 
Oakland. 


With a large number of 
immigrant and refugee students at 
Lincoln， Mow says that “our 
greatest challenge here in looking at 
our test Scores ls trying to help these 
children make a transition into OUT 
culture，ouUT Society.”Towards that 
goal, 9096 of the teachers are either 
bilingual or “on waivers, which 
means they are learmming another、 
language besides English.，Lincoln 
also employs twelve bilingual aides 
and has 3a number of parents and 
community members who volunteer 
their asSistance. 


FACIORY 


About60-70 children up to grade 
3 are in a child care program. When 
the Students are not in School, they 
are taken care of at the Yuk Yau 
Children's Center across the Street 
This program has income and other 
guidelines, and most of the children 
come from garment factory families. 
If students have pm kindergarten 
Schedules，they are .taken care of 
both before and after School. 


“于 they start young,theyhave all 
the chance in the world to _ make 
it... .Children learn veryfast”Mow 
stated. For other children who also 
do not  Speak English， their 
transition is more difficult. “It is 
those who come in the sixth 
grade..../,8,9 [juniorhigh grades] 
wh>don't speak any other language 
who have to make a transition:real 
quick.， Ihose have the ，biggest 
Droblems.” 


They have proficiency tests that 
they have to pass and if they dont 
Pass itheSeehances Of 2 the 
employment, or going to college, are 
not tod good, although they may be 
very intelligent people，said Mow. 
“The languagebarrieris abigbarrier 
to get by for these kids.” 


Lincoln -offers a multi-grade 
newcomers clas for new students in 
grades.4, 5, and 6 who do not speak 
English. They staythere amaximum 
of one year, then go on to abilingual 
class or a regular class if the parents 
want.“Wecallit an orientation class 
to get them adjusted to life in this 
country 一 to give them the basic 
Skills they need to know before they 
get to the regular classroom.” 


New students who speak a 
language other than English are 
given a bilingual syntax measture to 
determine language proficiency, then 
given an English proficiency test. 
Those at the lowest level become 
first priority; they getan extrahourin

with classroom aides. College 
Students also come to Lincoln three， 
days a week to help tutor. 


While walking around campus 
with Mow, one is struck by his pride 
in bis teachers， aides， sta 任 
volunteers，and especially students. 
Mow pointed out a _ very small 
bilingual class _ for students with 
learning disabilities, an instrumental 
music class，a Science class with 
computer, and many other bilingual 
and regular classSes， 


ADVISORY 


Parents are involved through a 
School Advisory Committee which 
meets every month and includes a 
bilingual committee. The SAC offers 
Workshops forparents on toplcs Such 
as how to help their children, how to 
look attestscores. Morethan 9096 of 
theparents have pledged to helptheir 
children study, at least by providing 


Space for them to work, making Sure 
they have enough resb and havetime 
without television. The students 
have had“a willingness to _ learn 
instilled by parents, ”according to 
Mow、which extends to the parents 
helping out on school events by

MEDIAN 


Because of language differences， 
Lincoln students generally Score at 
or below the district median in areas 
such .as written English，although 


efforts are being made to close the 


gap. Math scores，however are 
above the median, this being an area 
where English proficiency is not as 
important. 


“T feel the greatest Satisfaction 
when I see children grow. IThe best 
Part really 1$S when they return and 
they're Successful people,” 


Graduates who are now optometrists 


and dentists have returned to give 
eye and tooth examinations to allthe 
students. Others 、 have “gotten 
together and donated televisions and 
acopy machine and still others have 
given _ money for scholarships and 
PrizesS. 


“We have to be attuned to be 
child-oriented, and get to theirneeds 
in the best way we can do it、 We 
hope that we are doing the best that 
we can. If not its time for me to

MacArthur's Children does what the very best 
Japanese films do -- it takes a transitional period of 
Japanese history，Sshows how the social and political 
forces irrevocably cause the change，and in the 
pIT0ocess makes one feel sad for the society that ends. 


In Kurosawa's Seven Samurai，for example，the 
Seven masterless warriors are caught upb in a 
transitional period of Japanese history. Guns have 
been' introduced into Japan and they make even the 
greatest Swordsman， the quiet and most reliable of the 
Seven，totally helpless against the_ gun. urosawa in 
understated terms，makes the audience feel the 
Sadness at the passing of an era. 


In MacArthur's_ Children，director Masahiro Shinoda 
(Double Suicide，The Ballad of Orin，PDemon Pond) 
and Scriptwriter Tsutomi Tamura show the drastic 
changes that took place immediately after World War 
II when General Douglas MacArthur and the 
American army occupied Japan:- Shinoda Wilsely 
doesn't hammer his message home，but one can feel 
with him a sadness as the almost childlike life on one 
of Japan'"s small islands is jolted into the post-war era 
by a pervasive American influence. 


Shinoda was in San Francisco Several weeks ago and 
he explained several changes he and Tamura made in 
adapting the film from a _ novel by Yu Aku:. Shinoda 
cxplained that the title of his film came from the 
cover deslign 0f Aku's novel. The actual title of the 
"Emperor's Children"” or 
"FEatherless Children,"” he Said.

In an interview in the May issue of American Film 
magazine,《“.:inoda is asked the question: "How do you 
draw a distinction between emotional or sentimental 
and the melodramatic? How do you make something 
emotional without making it melodramatic2" 


Shinoda answers，"The way to do that is to keepb the 
plot from centering too much on the main characteT， 
but give each character in the film his own story. So 
you can look at this film (MacArthur'Ss Children) from 
the point of view of the Admiral, or if you look at it 
from the teacher Komako's point of view，you can 
understand what kind of impact America had on 
Japanese education. 


"What Imost wanted to do with this film was to 
Shoot that School ground. And I wanted to do it from 
the vantage point of the corridor that connects the 
classrooms. After receiving your training in the 
classroom，you come out and feel the wind or the rain 
in that corridor. It's kind of melancholy that you 
feel in the break before having to go back for more. 
Sidney Lumet has a_ film called A View From the 
Bridge，and maybe that title expresses the vantage 
point of the whole film.

When Japan lost the war，Shinoda was only fifteen 
yearSs 0l1d，several years older than- most of the 
children portrayed in MacArthur's_Children，"I had 
been taught not to become a prisoner,” Shinoda told 
East West. II had been taught to do hari kiri properly. 
Eor me at that time the war was a_ real tragedy. My 
mlind became Americanized much later than the 
children in the film." 


Shinoda said that MacArthur's children are now "all 
in their 40'Ss，selling cars to the United States. 
Americans taught us how to sell automobiles，That 
was the point of the film，really. I wanted to Show 
how we became MacArthur”s children." 


The film is a fascinating study of how the American 
occupation and its aftermath changed Japan and its 
people -- particularly the children. It is a view -- 
Sometimes funny and Sometimes bittersweet -- from a 
School corridor of the Small town life of one's youth 
disappearing except in memories.MacArthur?s 
Children 1s the best film from Japan Since Eamily 
Game and Muddy River.

Isaacs was opposed to Chiang 
Kai-shek and his government， 
which was set up three years 
before the author arrived in 
China，and he naturally associ- 
ated with the opposition led by 
Mao Zedong.，By 1950，when the 
Chinese Communists were firmly 
ruling the country，the Amer- 
ican journalist was disillu- 
Sioned and left the country a sad 
man. 

MAO 

Mao had .his pluses and 
minuses as officially admitted by 
his party after the fall of the 
Gang of Four -- they are gener- 
ally apportioned 30 percent 
wrong and 70 percent right. 
This ratio is accepted by Isaacs. 

The conflict in Isaacs' mind is 
that he ardently championed the 
cause of the suffering Chinese， 
but found that the power-holders 
did not acquit themselves well， 
He therefore found warmth and 
Support from Chinese 1liberals，asS 


his volume shows his TeSpect for 
the leaders of thought rather 
than important government offi- 
cials in the Kuomintang and 
Communist party.

The last named was a playwright 
ranking general in connection 
with army entertainment units 
and must not be confused with 
Marshal Chen Yi，commander of 
the Third Field Army.， The 
author found these people inter- 
esting because they were all 
critics of the establishment. 

Isaacs” dissatisfactions were 
manifested in his "Tragedy of 
the Chinese Revolution" pub- 
lished in London in 1938 and 
revised in 1951. His displeasure 
with the Kuomintang leadership， 
especially Chiang Kai-shek and 
the Communists，was the cause 
of his disenchantment during his 
first tour of China. 


In his second visit，Isaacs was 
given a rude shock concerning a 
group picture in which George 
Bernard Shaw，himself，Lu Hsun， 
Soong Ching-ling，Tsai Yuan-pbei， 
Agnes Smedley and Lin Yu-tang 
posed for.。 The picture appeared 
in a book of essays in 1933 by a 
writer named Tang 工 a0，written 
in honor of Lu Hsun. At that 
time,， the author was 23 years old 
on the third year of his stay in 
China. On his second visit， 


Tsaacs found that，in the same 


photograph，he and Lin Yu-tang 
were airbrushed out and were 
replaced by a dark shadow， This 
picture appeared in a monthly 
magazince in Chinese known as 
Chinese Iiterature published in 
Beijing.
